THE TRUDEAU SANATORIUM was founded in 1884 by the late Dr. 
Edward L. Trudeau to help self-supporting people suffering from tuber- 
culosis. 

The institution was definitely intended for those who could pay only 
part of the cost. The deficit in maintenance is and always has been 
made up by annual gifts from the public and income from endowment 
funds. The charges to patients average three-quarters of the cost, but 
from fifteen to twenty percent receive further assistance from the Free 
Bed Funds. Additional endowment for the general maintenance and for 
the Free Bed Funds is greatly needed and legacies are desired to 
strengthen the now enlarged institution. 

The following brief summary sets forth the objects and departments 
of the institution as now carried on: 


1. The Trudeau Sanatorium is for the treatment of favorable types 
of pulmonary tuberculosis and for patients of limited means. The full 
capacity is 200 beds. 


2. The Edward L. Trudeau Foundation is an endowment fund in 
memory of Dr. Trudeau, established in 1916, for the support of research 
and teaching in tuberculosis. The fund is devoted to the following pur- 
poses: 


a. The Trudeau School of Tuberculosis for the instruction of 
physicians, gives a four and six weeks’ post-graduate course covering 
the modern diagnosis and treatment of tuberculosis. 


b. A system of Fellowships for study and research in the Sanato- 
rium and laboratories, which provide support for young physicians | 
and scientists while undergoing treatment. 
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c. The Research and Clinical Laboratory, located at the Sanato- 
rium, containing facilities for the study of bacteriology, chemistry 
and pathology. The same building houses the Lawrason Brown 
Memorial Medical Library. The Physiological Laboratory occupies 
the basement of the Recreation Pavilion. 


d. A department for Statistics and for recording the annual re- 
ports of patients. 


e. The Saranac Laboratory for the Study of Tuberculosis, in the 
village of Saranac Lake, which was formerly the private research 
laboratory of Dr. Edward Livingston Trudeau and is now the head- 
quarters of the Trudeau School and of pathological study and re- 
search. 


Annexed to the Saranac Laboratory is the John Black Room and 
medical library, which serves the Trudeau School and Fellows as 
well as the village physicians as a lecture room.

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THE REPORT OF THE SPRESIDENT 


THE PAST YEAR at the Sanatorium has been a notable one in several 
respects, one being the fact that our daily average patient census of 
210 was the highest in the history of the institution. 

In contrast to this, our staff, including medical, nursing, technical 
and domestic, was more depleted than in many years due to war-time 
conditions. If it had not been for the part time help of many of our 
convalescent patients we would have been forced to close several cot- 
tages in order to reduce our population to be cared for. This has meant 
a hard and busy year for all. At the close of the war, in order to show 
our gratitude to our faithful employees for standing by us during the 
trying times of the past four years, a Victory Bonus of 5% of their 
annual salaries was voted to all by Trustees of the Sanatorium. 

In the field of new enterprise, September 15, 1945 marked the open- 
ing of an official Rehabilitation Department of the Sanatorium. This 
is now in charge of a full-time director, Miss Millicent Pierce, who has 
been trained by the National Tuberculosis Association and works di- 
rectly with the Saranac Lake Study and Craft Guild. The Guild has 
now been organized for the past ten years and through our Rehabili- 
tation Director at Trudeau is in a position to supply our patients with 
vocational guidance as well as teachers in academic, technical, handi- 
craft and business subjects. Besides this, Miss Pierce has supervision 
over any recreational activities such as parties, lectures and holiday 
observances as well as arranging for our religious services and advising 
in the choice of books for the Library. She attends our medical con- 
ferences and is in constant contact with our Medical Director, without 
whose co-operation no rehabilitation plan can succeed. We are natural- 
ly watching the developments of this new department with much hope 
and interest and are deeply indebted to the Altman Foundation for its 
inception. 

Now that the war is over, our chief concern is in the lines along which 
the Sanatorium should develop in the future. During the past year the 
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Medical Staff and the Board of Trustees have spent many hours discuss- 
ing future policy. If we are to maintain our leadership in the treatment 
of tuberculosis, added infirmary beds are necessary and this involves a 
substantial building program. If our departments of research are to keep 
pace with research centers elsewhere, we will need a substantial increase 
in our staff of experts. This also means the raising of additional funds. 

The problem which the Board faces during the coming year is whether 
we are to invest funds in “brick and mortar” or in “brains” or a judicious 
mixture of both. I am sure that all agree that if we don’t move for- 
ward we shall fall behind the more enterprising institutions for, in 
Medicine, as in all other professions involving human welfare, there is 
no standing still.

THE sixty-first year of the Sanatorium was distinguished by the highest 
average census of patients on record, 210.3. This occurred despite the 
addition of another dollar to the basic weekly charge, making it $17.00 
compared with $16.00 in 1944 and $15.00 in 1943 and for many years 
theretofore. Moreover, the labor situation came to a crisis in the spring 
and notice was given that a portion of the patients would have to be 
discharged unless more would volunteer their help in the dining room, 
diet kitchen and laundry. The effect was salutary and a considerable 
number were placed on the payroll for part-time work, greatly relieving 
the need and continuing a full census for the rest of the year. 

The institution has lost a number of its friends and regular contribu- 
tors during the past year. Mr. Francis Louis Slade and Mrs. Alexis W. 
Stein of New York, Miss Dorothy Forbes of Boston, Mrs. Walter G. 
Ladd and Mr. Herbert L. Pratt, also of New York, were all interested 
for many years, as was Mrs. Charles M. Lea of Philadelphia, widow of 
one of the founders of the Sanatorium and a close friend of Dr. Edward 
L. Trudeau. 

The sudden deaths of our vice-president, Dr. William W. Herrick, 
and our roentgenologist, Dr. Homer L. Sampson, have been heavy losses. 

Altogether, the number of deaths of the past year emphasizes the need 
to interest new supporters for the Sanatorium. 


THE FINANCIAL SITUATION 
The per capita weekly cost increased from $27.80 in 1944 to $28.16 
in 1945. Food costs per meal decreased by a fraction from $.3024 to 
$.2964, indicating that the maintenance cost was not increased by food 
but by wages and other items.

The increased charge to patients will probably bring additional re- 
quests for aid and a need for a larger fund. 


Employed Ex-patients: Fifty-five former patients earned $36,878.83, 
besides 76 convalescent volunteers who assisted in the dining room, 
laundry, etc., and who earned $767.03 at the rate of 50 cents an hour. 
The Trudeau Foundation employed 32 former patients, most of them 
full-time workers, who earned $44,500.00.

Statistical Department: The position of statistician was occupied until 
August by Mrs. Cyril C. Richardson, nee Miss Shattuck, and since then 
has been held by Miss Madeline Lansdowne. Both are ex-patients. 


THE DEPARTMENTS 


Administration: Another war year has placed our management under 
constant strain which is only now being gradually relieved. The short- 
age of help was so acute at one time that closure of some of the cottages 
and discharge of a score or more of patients was seriously considered. 
Fortunately a sufhcient number of convalescent patients volunteered to 
save the situation. 

Mr. Wood, Miss Duggan and the entire staff have worked untiring- 
ly to meet the needs and they deserve our warm appreciation. 


Medical Staff: No less than nine physicians have served as interns 
during the last year, two of whom had to give up as symptoms of re- 
lapse returned and they are now under treatment. The names of the 
interns in the order of their appointment are as follows: Dr. H. Frazer 
Pariy, Dr Omim Levin, Dr. George. |... Dieman;; Dr- Henry M: Trask, 
Dr. E. Osborne Coates, Dr. George A. Streeter, Dr. Marcelle Dunning, 
Dr. J. Leeper Hawley and Dr. Charles M. Landmesser. 

Dr. Parry continues as Second Assistant but all the others have left 
for other positions except the two under treatment. The urgent demand 
for resident physicians during the war has drawn upon our convalescent 
physicians and offered good positions to those of short experience in 
tuberculosis. 

Dr. Heise has remained as Director of medical work with Dr. 
Schwartz as his First Assistant. 

During the summer we were able to have a resident dentist, Dr. N. 
S. Simmons, a former patient. He was unable to remain longer and 
the position is again open. 


D. Ogden Mills School of Nursing: While our staff of nurses is still 
incomplete, it is hoped that now the war is over nurses will be available. 
It has been a trying period and we are very grateful to those who stayed 
with us. Furthermore, we are indebted to the afhliating nurses for their 
services while students. Without their help we should have been forced 
to close some of the infirmary beds. It is interesting to know that the 
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students contributed over 24,000 hospital days in the four years. Miss 
Mann reports that we now have three afhliating hospitals from which 
117 nurses completed the two months’ training last- year. One hospital 
discontinued afhliation (College of St. Rose) because we could not take 
all the nurses they desired to send. Two other hospitals applied for 
afhliation but could not be accommodated for lack of room. 

The success of the school is a tribute to Miss Mann and her associate, 


Miss Mundie. 


X-Ray Department: A simple rehearsal of the figures indicating the 
activity of this department would not measure the contribution made 
by the late Dr. Homer L. Sampson, Director of the laboratory, whose 
sudden death on May 16th caused a severe loss to the institution. Dr. 
Agrippa G. Robert who was appointed to the position is a well trained 
and worthy successor, who will have a staff of four technicians of ex- 
perience. 

Last year there were 3,434 examinations made for the Sanatorium 
patients and 3,498 for patients in Saranac Lake in addition to 640 other 
x-ray films read. In connection with the industrial surveys carried on 
under the Saranac Laboratory direction, 12,548 were read and inter- 
preted. 

The x-ray instruction for the students of the Saranac Lake Study 
and Craft Guild was continued and 32 ex-tuberculous patients were 
taught. These were sent by the Rehabilitation Bureau of the United 
States Public Health Service. 


Lawrason Brown Memorial Medical Library: Miss Marjorie G. 
Smith, librarian, reports a total of 6,913 volumes. During the year 13 
were acquired by purchase and 9 by gift. Twenty-six periodicals are 
received besides numerous reports, reprints, etc. Miss Smith has pre- 
pared bibliographies for several physicians in addition to furnishing litera’ 
ture for Trudeau School students, a number of whom were Latin-Ameri- 
cans. Some of the periodicals from Europe which have been held up for 
four years are now coming to complete our files. 


The Mellon Library: After discarding 64 volumes and adding 66, 
there are now 8,775 books in the library. There were 8,354 books in 
circulation, of which 3,676 were in the infirmaries. The rental library 
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purchased $212.51 worth of books and collected $209 toward their cost. 

Repairs have been made to the building and more are required. Due 
to the war some delay has been inevitable. We are grateful for the 
interest and support given by Miss Eleanor M. Mellon and Mrs. Walter 
B. James, especially, and to many others who gave books and periodicals. 


The Chapel: The usual Roman Catholic services were held by Msgr. 
C. A. Kitts and associates, Fathers P. J. O'Connor and John Wiley. 
Father Anselm of the Franciscan Friars of the Atonement also officiated. 

Protestant Episcopal services were also held by the Rev. E. B. Moun- 
sey, and the Lutheran Mission by the Rev. Henry Ebelke. Others who 
contributed pastoral visits and special services were the Rev. A. B. 
Gurley and the Rev. Theodore R. Bundy. The funeral service of Dr. 
Homer L. Sampson was held on May 18, and a service was held June 3 
in memory of Corp. R. W. McCrum, killed in action on the German 
front. 

Two weddings were celebrated in the Chapel, the first being that of 
Miss Jean H. Booth and Corp. Charles B. Van Nortwick, U. S. M. C., 
both of Saranac Lake, on Christmas Day; and also the wedding of Miss 
Jane Chapple and Lt. Donald B. Potter of Saranac Lake, in August. 


Entertainment: Holiday observances were carried on as usual but 
possibly with little zest while the war shadow hung over us. Through 
the efforts of Miss Marguerite S. Klar, a convalescent patient, sound 
motion pictures were shown weekly except for a few interruptions. We 
are also obligated to the Franciscan Friars for the use of their projector. 
A piano recital was given by Mr. Clarence K. Bawden, husband of a 
patient. The father of Miss Klar, Mr. Walter H. Klar, contributed much 
to the Christmas celebration with blackboard demonstrations. 

The anniversary of Dr. Edward L. Trudeau’s birth, October 5th, was 
marked by an illustrated lecture by Dr. Francis B. Trudeau. 

During the summer croquet tournaments were held by the patients 
and excited much enthusiasm. 


The Workshop: The total number of patients who received instruc- 
tion was 305 and they were occupied 14,948 hours in 25 crafts. Miss 
Alma Pierce, director, has had to take on new teachers owing to the - 
leave of absence of Miss Schiefer and the position her sister, Miss Milli- 
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cent Pierce, has taken in connection with the Rehabilitation Department. 
The instruction has been continued by ex-patients and the bedside teach- 
ing is carried on by Miss Marjorie Claster and Mrs. Andrus. Mr. di 
Bona is always helpful in questions about the arts. | 
Donations of materials and money were generous, notably that of 


Mrs. Meredith Hare. 


Saranac Lake Study and Craft Guild: Approximately 60 Sanatorium 
patients were able to avail themselves of instruction furnished by the 
Guild. The chief subjects studied were English and other languages. 


Rehabilitation Department: Due to the interest enlisted and the funds 
donated through Dr. Trudeau, the Sanatorium is now embarked upon 
a formal plan of instruction and assistance to patients who need to plan 
their future occupation after sanatorium treatment. This scheme re- 
quired a trained worker and Miss Millicent Pierce was selected as well 
qualified for the position. She was given a course of instruction by the 
National Tuberculosis Association, including visits to institutions which 
make systematic efforts toward rehabilitation. She has begun a survey 
of the needs of our patients and is closely co-operating with the Saranac 
Lake Study and Craft Guild. This project is a natural development of 
our custom from the first, of employing ex-patients in our institution, 
notably physicians and nurses who have often graduated to good posi- 
tions elsewhere. 


Trudeau School of Tuberculosis: The thirty-first session was held in 
September with 27 students, the largest number since 1939. As in re- 
cent years, four Latin-American countries were represented, two students 
being sponsored by the Institute of Inter-American Affairs, and one 
by the Rockefeller Foundation. The National Tuberculosis Association 
provided three scholarships, the Pennsylvania Tuberculosis Society 2, 
and the Georgia and Indiana State Associations one each, while 8 
scholarships were given by the School. Four members of the class were 
Medical Officers of the Veterans Administration and one U. S. Naval 
Reserve Officer was sponsored by the Vocational Rehabilitation Service 
of the Veterans Administration. Nineteen of the class also completed 
the supplementary course at Bellevue Hospital under Dr. J. Burns 
Amberson. 
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The class contributed $56.00 for a lectureship in the 1946 Trudeau 
School session. 

We are again indebted to Mr. Charles C. Harris, Director of the 
Lillia Babbitt Hyde Foundation, for continued support of the school. 


Trudeau Foundation: The work of industrial surveys has expanded 
each year and Dr. Gardner has been obliged to travel much under difh- 
cult conditions. He expects relief from much detail by an assistant, Mr. 
Manfred Bowditch of Boston who will begin in January, 1946. 

Meanwhile the Saranac Laboratory is fully occupied with research 
problems connected with health hazards in government and private en- 
terprise. More room is required, plans for which are being prepared, 
and many pledges have been received toward the proposed addition. 


Physiological Laboratory: The testing of the breathing capacity of 
patients and miners requires the time of Dr. Wright to a great extent 
yet he is carrying on research in the function of the lungs. The Uni- 
versity of Rochester has renewed its pledge of $4,000.00 for the support 
of the department in 1946. 

The Lawrason Brown Fellowship has not been awarded so far this 
year owing to lack of a suitable candidate for the position.
